Miners Insist They Are Not Receiving 


Sufficient Wages and Demand 


More—Fight Expected. 


Oolumbus, O.. Jan. IS.— (Special) — 


The eyes of the Ohio people, and es- 
pecially those interested in the coal 
situation, will be turned upon. Indiana 
capital for the next two weeks, the 
occasion being the annual convention 
of th? United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca. The Ohio interest which centers 
in the work of that convention is due 
to the fact that the Ohio miners are. 
to ask the national organization to 
sanction, their demands for material 
increases in the scale of wages. Even 
though the national organization ac- 
quiesces in the demands of the Ohio 
miuers, the joint convention of miners 
and operators will have to complete 
the work, and there is where the big 
light will be made. Those who are 
fairly acquainted with the situation 
among the miners say that there is 
little danger of a contest, or in other 
words a strike. On the other hand 
there are many who say that they have 
watcned the situation closely for the 
?ast two years, and who predict that 
the miners will have one of the biggest 
strikes, this spring, in the history of 
the organization; that the experience 


in the Pennsylvania anthracite region-; 
will be transferred to Ohio. "Tho 70 
cents or bust." strike of 1894 will not 
be in it. they claim, although they a<!- 
mit that even if all the miners of the 
state walk out of the mines, they will 
not remain long.

are to be made by Ohio miners, name- 
ly 25 per cent increase, payment for
